This  Institution  was  established  in  1848,  with  the  view  of  meeting 
the  increasing  demand  for  educational  facilities^in  this  section  of 
Pennsylvania.  Its  organization  and  system  of  instruction  are  de¬ 
signed  to  adapt  it  to  the  varied  wants  of  all— affording  to  each  the 
selection  of  such  a  course  of  study  as  his  peculiar  aptitudes  and 
destined  pursuits  in  life  may  indicate. 

Determined  to  make  the  establishment  equal  to  the  very  best  in  our 
country,  the  proprietor  projected  everything  on  a  liberal  scale,  and 
has  spared  no  expense  in  completing  his  arrangements  in  the 
most  perfect  manner,  believing  a  discerning  public  would  not  fail 
to  appreciate  his  endeavors  to  render  the  school  deserving  of  a 
liberal  patronage. 

That  this  confidence  was  not’misplaced,  the  extraordinary  success 
of  the  Institution  during  the  fifteen  years  it  has  been  in  operation 
affords  the  most  gratifying  evidence.  The  literary  exercises  were 
commenced  on  the  7th  of  November,  1848,  with  four  pupils  only; 
yet  so  rapidly  has  the  school  risen  in  publicjestimation,  that  it  has 
already  been  found  necessary  to  make  considerable  additions  to  the 
accommodations  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  demand 
for  admission. 

A  large  wing,  with  all  the  modern  improvements,  capable  of 
accommodating  conveniently  about  fifty  additional  students,  has 
been  added  to  the  establishment. 

As  an  evidence  of  the  prosperity  of  the  school,  it  is  but  necessary 
I  to  state  that  about  sixteen  hundred  young  men  and  boys  have  been 
!  in  attendance  as  students,  since  its  organization.

LOCATION,  MEANS  OF  ACCESS,  &c. 

The  Institution  is  located  in  the  beautiful  village  of  “Freeland," 
near  Perkiomen  Bridge,  on  the  Norristown  and  Beading  Turnpike, 
in  Upper  Providence  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  twenty- 
four  miles  North-west  of  Philadelphia,  and  eight  miles  from 
Norristown. 

It  is  easy  of  access  from  every  quarter,  having  communication 
(  with  the  Perkiomen  Valley  by  Stages;  with  Philadelphia  and  Nor¬ 
ristown  by  Railroad  and  two  daily  Stages;  with  the  interior  of  the 
State  by  the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad,  via  Philadelphia,  or 
from  Downingtown,  a  point  on  the  road,  direct  to  Norristown;  with 
the  districts  of  country  opened  by  the  Lebanon  Valley,  the  Cata- 
wissa  and  Port  Clinton,  and  the  East  Pennsylvania  Railroads,  con¬ 
verging  at  Reading,  thence  by  the  Reading  Railroad  to  the  Royers- 
ford  Station,  several  miles  west  of  the  Seminary,  whence  students 
are  brought  to  the  school  by  private  conveyance;  with  the  country 
along  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to  Gwynedd  Station,  thence 
by  Stage  to  Norristown. 

The  Seminary  is  situated  within  half  a  mile  of  the  “Pennsylvania 
Female  College.”  Parents  or  Guardians  having  sons  or  wards  to 
educate,  thus  have  the  opportunity  of  sending  them  where  they  can 
enjoy  each  others  society  while  pursuing  their  studies. 


HEALTHFULNESS. 

The  Ilealthfulness  of  the  place  may  be  inferred  from  the  remark¬ 
able  fact,  that  although  the  School  has  been  in  operation  fifteen 
years,  during  which  time  upwards  of  sixteen  hundred  different 
pupils  have  been  in  attendance,  but  few  cases  of  serious  sickness 
have  occurred,  and  only  one  death  in  the  School. 

The  surrounding  country  is  fertile  and  healthy,  abounding  in 
picturesque  scenery,  and  inhabited  by  a  population  proverbial  for 
their  sobriety,  intelligence,  and  high  tone  of  morality;  and  parents 
who  place  their  sons  here,  can  feel  assured  of  their  being  exposed 
to  none  of  those  allurements  to  dissipation  and  vice  that  beset  youth 
in  our  large  towns  and  cities. 
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BUILDINGS,  GROUNDS,  &c. 


The  Seminary  edifice,  now  improved  by  a  large  wing,  or  projec¬ 
tion,  added  to  the  north  end  of  the  building,  is  built  of  stone,  fo»r 
stories  high,  and  surrounded  by  a  handsome  railing  and  cupola, 
and  occupies  a  beautiful  eminence,  commanding  a  delightful  and 
extensive  prospect  of  the  surrounding  country,  interspersed  with 
farms,  villages,  and  rich  natural  scenery. 

The  adjoining  grounds,  comprising  some  ten  acres,  beautifully 
diversified  with  lawns,  shrubbery  and  native  oaks,  are  laid  out  with 
reference  both  to  utility  and  ornament,  affording  ample  play  grounds 
for  healthful  exercise. 

THE  INTERNAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  internal  arrangements  of  the  establishment  are  complete,  and 
admirably  adapted  to  their  appropriate  purposes;  the  refectory, 
dormitories,  study  halls,  class  rooms  and  other  apartments,  being 
spacious,  airy,  and  well  provided  with  every  requisite  for  the  health, 
comfort  and  convenience  of  the  student. 

The  domestic  department  will  at  all  times  be  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Principal,  who,  with  his  assistants,  will  board 
with  the  students  and  sit  at  the  common  table,  exercising  by  their 
constant  presence  and  parental  intercourse,  a  salutary  influence 
upon  the  manners,  habits  and  tastes  of  their  pupils,  and  giving  to 
the  household,  as  far  as  possible,  the  character  of  a  well  ordered 
Christian  family. 

The  establishment  is  plentifully  supplied  with  pure  water. 


GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  is  strictly  parental,  uniting  mildness  with  de¬ 
cision.  While  a  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  and  a  ready  obedience 
to  wholesome  regulations  will  be  insisted  on,  the  officers  will  study 
to  win  the  confidence  of  their  pupils  by  habits  of  kind  and  familiar 
intercourse,  endeavoring  to  influence  them  by  an  appeal  to  the 
better  principles  of  the  heart,  rather  than  the  fear  of  punishment. 
Where  this  is  found  to  fail,  tho  student  will  be  returned  to  his 
parents,  without  disgrace,  if  possible,  with  the  hope  that,  under 
other  influence,  he  may  yet  form  a  character  for  usefulness. 

To  avoid  danger  and  annoyance  to  the  school,  from  idle  and  vicious 
associates,  all  who  enter  will  be  expected  to  bring  testimonials  of 
industrious  habits  and  good  moral  character.

Young  men  desiring  private  study  rooms  at  the  Seminary,  can  be 
accommodated  by  paying  a  small  extra. 

Though  students  will  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  term  j 
and  charged  only  from  the  time  they  enter,  provided  they  continue 
one  quarter  or  more,  yet  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  they 
should  enter  at  the  opening  of  the  term. 


No  deduction  of  tuition  will  be  made  for  absence,  except  in  cases 
of  protracted  illness 

Parents  and  Guardians  are  advised  that  pupils  in  this  school  have  i 
j  very  little  use  for  what  is  usually  denominated  “  pocket  money  ■” 
and  it  is  earnestly  requested  that  none  be  furnished  them,  except 
|  through  the  hands  of  the  Principal.  A  different  course  is  frequently 
subversive  of  salutary  discipline  and  injurious  to  the  pupil. 

The  contraction  of  debts  by  the  students  is  strictly  forbidden.
